AN INDIAN MYTH. 


V A Curious Tradition That Prev ails 
\ 
Among the Osages.

How They Secured Their Soul» from the 
Male Red Bird, and Their 
Bodies from the Fe- 
%: 
male Red Bird. 


The Osages, in common with many 
other tribes, believe that the con­ 
stellations are gods and goddesses, 
says the Milwaukee Journal. 
They 
have a tradition to the effect that 
once upon a time the Osages pos­ 
sessed neither 
bodies 
nor souls. 
They appealed to a divinity known 
as the Male Red Bird, who furnish(*d 
them with souls in the 
bodies of 
birds. 
Thus they pursued existence 
for awhile in the likeness of feath­ 
ered creatures. 
In this guise they 
first visited the earth. 
There the ^ 
met 
another 
divinity 
called 
t i e 
Black Bear. 
He offered to serve 
them, and they asked him to vi.sit 
the various cooistellations with a })e- 
tition 111 their behalf. 
They wanted 
human bodies for themselves. 
The 
Black 
Bear 
"went 
successively 
to 
the 
sun, 
to 
the 
moon, 
to 
the morning star, to the constella­ 
tion of the deer head— meaning the 
Pleiades— to the constellation of the 
goose foot, and finally to the Female 
Red Bird, who was found brooding 
on her nest. 
She it was Who granted 
the request which others had refused, 
giving to the Osages the bodies in 
which they have since dwelt. 
The sun is a god devoutly wor­ 
shiped by fnost Indians. 
The cere­ 
mony of the sun dance, as performed 
by the Sioux and Poncas, has often 
been 
described. 
Everybody 
has 
heard how the 
warriors 
torture 
themselves, one part of the perform­ 
ance gone 
through 
with by the 
young braves consisting in attach­ 
ing themselves to the dance pole by 
lariats passed through loops of their 
own skin, then freeing themselves 
by dashing aw'ay on horseback or 
otherwise. 
F or 
three 
days 
and 
nights they dance, gazing continu- 
all}| at the sun by day and at the 
moon by night, ’wbiile it is supposed 
they swallow neither food nor w'ater. 
A s a matter of fact, however, the 
dance pole is planted usually in a 
spot near which certain succulent 
roots grow. 
These they pluck up 
slyly, eating them and sucking the 
juices. 
A m ong the Sioux Indians 
the buffalo bull is importantly asso­ 
ciated with the sun dance. 
Oddly 
enough, in ancient E g y p t the sun 
god Ra was associated with the dei­ 
fied bull called Apis.

W O M E N O N 
S C H O O L 
B O A R D S . 


Have Proved Satisfactory W here Tried 
and Wanted in O ther Places. 


The letters received by Superin­ 
tendent W ise from various sections 
of the country with regard to the 
appointment of women as members 
of boards of education show a very 
decided preponderance of eentiment 
in 
favor 
of 
such 
appointments. 
Women have served in this capacity 
in Colorado, in Chicago, Massachu­ 
setts, 
New Y ork, 
Minnesota and 
Maine, and wherever they have been 
tried they have discharged their du­ 
ties efficiently. Although no woman 
has ever served on the school board 
of San Francisco, the superintend­ 
ent of that city expresses the opin­ 
ion that “ some of the best women 
would be a valuable acquisition on 
our board of education.” 
Missouri 
has no female selxiol commissioners, 
but there are several counties in 
which the county commissioners are 
women, and the Missouri superin­ 
tendent declares he is in favor of 
making ladies eligible to all educa­ 
tional offices. 
The answers 
from 
Kansas City, Mo., 
and Nashville, 
Tenn., are among the few which ex ­ 
press opposition to such ajipoint- 
ments. 
In Kansas City the women 
teachers do not like the idea of wom­ 
en bosses, and in Nashville woman’s 
^sphere” still hedges her about wit^ 
reat strictness and does not permit 
her to do anything of an official 
character. 
The Nashville superin­ 
tendent says: 
“ A s yet women in 
this part of the world occupy that 
sphere intended by the Alm ighty 
they should occupy, and, therefore, 
have not acted on boards of educa­ 
tion. 
A s thcv have never acted in 
this capacity, we cannot tell what 
the result would be.” 
W e gather 
from this that some special revela­ 
tion of the precise metes and bounds 
of the sphere assigned to woman by 
Providence has been made to the 
educational authorities of Nashville, 
but as the rest of mankind do not 
enjoy so intimate an acqiuiintance 
w ith the “ i n tc n t ion s” of t hc A 1 m igh t y 
-with respect to the ladies, we may 
be pardoned for not regarding with 
holy horror the idea of enlisting 
their aid in school 
affairs.— Balti­ 
more Sun.
